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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE 


CALENDAR  YEAR  I965 


U.  S.  exports  of  beef  breeding  cattle  in  1965  totaled  17,210  head,  an 
increase  of  19  percent  over  1964  levels.    The  1965  increase  was  caused 
primarily  because  of  substantial  increases  in  exports  to  Mexico, 
Argentina  and  Nicaragua.    Moderate  increases  were  shown  for  exports  to 
Ecuador,  El  Salvador,  and  Honduras.    Mexico  remained  the  leading  export 
market  for  U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  in  1965,  taking  6,781  head  or  39 
percent  of  total  U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  exported.    Canada  ranked 
second  with  2,917  head,  or  17  percent  of  total  shipments,  with  Nicaragua 
in  third  place  with  1,746  head,  or  10  percent  of  the  total.  During 
1965,  U.  S.  breeding  cattle  were  shipped  to  35  countries  as  compared  to 
24  countries  in  1964. 

During  1965  the  Brahman  was  the  most  important  beef  breed  exported  with 
a  total  of  5>864  head,  substantially  above  the  1964  total  of  4,685  and 
the  1963  total  of  4,722.    Hereford  ranked  second  with  4,360  head, 
slightly  below  their  1964  first  place  with  4,841  head.    Third  ranked 
Santa  Gertrudis  numbered  2,028  head,  moving  from  1964* s  fifth  place  of 
1,008  head.    Fourth  place  again  this  year  went  to  Charolais  with  1,949 
head,  a  substantial  increase  over  1964 's  exports  of  1,020  head.  Angus 
ranked  fifth  with  1,891  head,  which  represented  a  slight  decrease  from 
196Vs  figure  of  1,951  head. 

Brahman  cattle,  the  leading  U.  S.  beef  breed  export  for  1965>  were 
exported  to  19  countries  with  Nicaragua  and  Venezuela  taking  44  percent 
of  total  Brahman  exports.    Other  countries  taking  a  fairly  high  number 
of  U.  S.  Brahman  were  Mexico,  Ecuador >  Guatemala,  El  Salvador  and 
Honduras.    U.  S.  Herefords  went  to  13  foreign  countries  with  97  percent 
going  to  Mexico  and  Canada.    Large  increases  in  Santa  Gertrudis  exports 
occurred  in  Argentina,  Nicaragua  and  Venezuela.    Brazil,  Russia,  Costa 
Rica  and  Spain  did  not  purchase  Santa  Gertrudis  in  1964  but  did  in  1965. 


Charolais  cattle  exports  increased  91  percent  over  196Vs  figures  with 
Canada  taking  58  percent  of  the  total,    U.  S.  Charolais  sales  to  Canada 
in  1965  were  over  3  times  as  high  as  in  1964.    Fifty- three  percent  of 
Angus  cattle  exports  went  to  Mexico.    Sales  of  U.  S.  Angus  to  Okinawa 
have  risen  from  39  in  1963  to  210  in  1965,  making  Okinawa  the  third 
largest  buyer  of  this  breed. 

Texas,  again,  was  the  leading  export  state  by  a  wide  margin,  exporting 
8,963  head  or  52  percent  of  the  total  beef  breeding  cattle  exported 
during  1965.    Florida  ranked  second  as  our  export  state  with  2,789 
head,  or  16  percent  of  the  total.    Arizona  and  Missouri,  respectively, 
were  next  in  1965  beef  breeding  cattle  exports,  both  with  approximately 
k  percent  of  total  exports.    A  total  of  kO  states  contributed  to  the 
export  of  beef  breeding  cattle  from  the  United  States  during  1965.
